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Epistle  from  the  Twenty-Third  Session 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religion  s Society  of  Friends 

TO  FRIENDS  EVERYWHERE: 

Meeting  at  McMinnville,  Oregon,  August  2-7,  1969,  we  kept  in  mind  those  who  could  not  join 
with  us,  those  at  home,  those  in  prison,  and  others  who  lives  have  been  disrupted  by  the  draft, 
and  to  them  especially  we  send  our  love. 

We  met  here  to  discover  what  is  asked  of  us  and  together  to  find  strength  to  take  the  next 
steps.  We  find  that  strength  through  worship,  felloivship,  and  our  shared  silence. 

Our  1968  minute  to  oppose  the  draft  and  support  others  who  do  so  was  a decision  which  moved 
us  from  talk  to  involvement.  Listening  to  reports  from  Monthly  Meetings,  we  heard  examples  of 
living  testimony:  The  creation  of  a symbolic  sanctuary  for  war  resisters  in  a meeting  house,  setting 
up  peace  houses,  and  trying  to  meet  the  needs  of  young  men  facing  conscription,  serving  prison 
terms,  and  men  who  feel  that  they  need  to  leave  the  Armed  Services  or  their  country.  The  depth  of 
our  experience  is  expressed  by  the  words  of  one  Friend:  'We  knew  each  other  for  the  first  time.’' 

Young  Friends’  increased  participation  in  general  sessions  has  added  new  dimensions  to  our 
spirit.  Their  urging  has  bene  crucial  in  our  excursions  into  activism. 

Business  meeting  paused  to  reflect  and  give  witness  on  the  occasion  of  the  24th  anniversary 
of  Hiroshima.  In  the  same  awesome  spirit  Young  Friends  led  a silent  candlelight  walk  and  vigil. 

Our  discussions  included  projecting  future  difficulties  in  maintaining  our  sense  of  community 
as  we  grow  in  numbers.  Through  our  communication  as  a gathered  family,  we  rediscovered  our 
deep  bonds  of  affection. 

Meeting  with  our  Social  Order  Committee  in  relation  to  problems  created  by  our  coercive  so- 
ciety, feeling  the  fear  and  turmoil  of  friends  facing  the  brunt  of  this  — the  poor  man,  the  Black 
man,  the  Brown  man,  the  man  without  relatives,  our  conscience  is  confronted  with  the  cry,  "But 
are  we  free?”

PACIFIC  YEARLY  MEETING 
August  2-7,  1969 


The  23rd  annual  gathering  of  Pacific  Year- 
ly Meeting  of  the  Religious  Society  of 
Friends  was  held  at  Linfield  College,  Mc- 
Minnville, Oregon.  Away  from  the  bustle 
and  hurry  of  modern  living,  we  have  come 
together  from  many  distant  places  to  hold 
each  other  up  to  the  presence  of  God  within 
us.  Our  coming  together  at  different  times 
is  like  the  unfolding  of  a flower.  And  we,  like 
a flower,  upon  reaching  full  bloom  and  beau- 
ty must  then  fade  before  we  can  scatter  the 
seeds  of  this  Meeting  over  the  earth. 

The  first  session  of  the  Yearly  Meeting, 
held  at  2:00  p.m.  on  August  3rd,  was  a time 
of  worship,  settling  in  silence  to  await  the 
stirrings  of  Truth.  As  we  waited  we  were 
reminded  that  life  is  like  climbing  a moun- 
tain; and  so,  as  in  climbing  a mountain  the 


end  is  to  reach  the  top,  in  life  the  end  is  to 
reach  death.  We  may  pause  in  our  climbing 
to  catch  our  breath,  but  only  for  awhile.  We 
may  slip  back,  but  the  top  is  still  there  in- 
viting us.  As  we  keep  climbing  we  must  ad- 
just the  burden  we  carry  with  us.  At  each 
stage,  as  we  pause  to  take  in  the  view,  we 
may  think,  “The  thing  of  perfect  beauty  has 
been  reached,  a full  awareness  of  Truth 
achieved.”  But  as  we  join  others  on  the  way 
and  help  each  other  along,  we  find  our  joy 
and  fulfillment  even  greater  as  we  gaze  out 
together.  And  then,  finally,  we  reach  the 
pinnacle  of  the  mountain  — to  see  the  many 
sides  of  Truth,  to  make  the  good  death  at  the 
end  of  a long  journey,  to  say,”  Now  I have 
arrived  — it  is  consummated.” 
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FROM  THE  RECORD  OF 
THE  GENERAL  SESSIONS 

The  Second  Session.  As  in  the  past,  this 
session  was  the  family  gathering  of  the  Year- 
ly Meeting,  and  the  roll  call  of  Monthly 
Meetings  took  place;  also  worship  groups 
answered  the  roll  call.  We  were  all  very 
touched  by  the  loving  response  with  which 
we  greeted  each  other;  it  was  very  warming 
to  hear  the  special  greeting  given  to  Friends 
from  very  far  away. 

A special  Meeting  for  Worship  for  Cecil 
and  Frances  Thomas  was  called  after  receipt 
of  a telegram  informing  us  of  a very  serious 
car  accident  they  had  suffered  in  Kenya. 

The  State  of  the  Society.  Hugh  Campbell- 
Brown  introduced  the  members  of  the  Year- 
ly Meeting  Committee  of  Ministry  and  Over- 
sight. He  then  introduced  Douglas  Steere 
who  had  been  invited  to  discuss  with  the 
Yearly  Meeting  the  state  of  the  larger  So- 
ciety beyond  our  own  Yearly  Meeting. 

Douglas  Steere  started  his  comments  by 
saying  that  Yearly  Meeting  is  a time  for 
sharing  questions,  problems  and  discoveries. 
In  sharing  the  things  which  he  has  learned 
we  may  see  ourselves  more  clearly.  One  as- 
pect of  his  discussion  was  exemplified  by  a 
question  from  Theresa  of  Avila  to  the  effect 
that  the  devil  inspires  us  to  ambitions  and  de- 
sires so  that,  instead  of  doing  the  work  of  the 
good  Lord  in  ways  within  our  power,  we 
dissipate  our  strength  in  striving  after  the 
impossible.  We  must  constantly  ask  of  our- 
selves. “What  am  I being  drawn  into?  What 
is  being  asked  of  me?” 

He  mentioned  two  serious  problems  for 
the  Society  today:  One,  that  most  members 
come  to  it  through  convincement,  which 
creates  a considerable  drain  on  the  spiritual 
effort  and  resources  of  the  Society  and 
makes  the  question  of  direction  more  impera- 
tive. The  other,  which  again  poses  problems 
in  identity  and  purpose,  is  that  the  role  of  the 
Society  is  drastically  changed.  We  are  no 
longer  members  of  the  ruling  class  of  the 
Anglo-Saxon  world  speaking  for  others  to 
those  in  power.  Those  others  are  now  speak- 
ing for  themselves  and  we  who  were  doing 
the  confronting  are  now  being  confronted. 

More  and  more  today  the  Society  needs  to 
examine  the  mood  that  lies  back  of  our  re- 
sponses to  the  movements  in  our  time:  our 
response  to  Vietnam,  Biafra,  the  Middle  East, 
and  so  on. 

He  then  turned  our  attention  to  several 
examples  of  Quakerism  in  action,  but  first 
repeated  the  question  posed  to  Friends  by 
religious  leaders  in  many  parts  of  the  world: 


“How  does  a religious  society  gird  its  mem- 
bers for  an  active  share  in  the  creative  life? 
How  do  the  Quakers  resist  the  dispersive 
forces  of  a generation  which  worships  St. 
Vitus?”  But  in  telling  us  of  the  work  of,  for 
example,  Australia  Yearly  Meeting,  or  Bunt- 
iy  Harmon  Biggs,  a one  woman  Service  Com- 
mittee in  a whole  section  of  Africa,  or  Dennis 
Barrit,  Secretary  of  Social  Service  in  Belfast, 
the  same  question  emerges:  “How  can  we  be 
inwardly  strengthened?  What  I need  is  in- 
ward strength.” 

Here  he  turned  to  the  life  of  prayer  as 
the  place  to  find  the  cement  by  which  we  are 
bound  to  the  Lord  and  to  each  other,  and 
discover  how  the  meeting  for  worship  can  be- 
come the  place  where,  through  confrontation 
with  the  inward  Christ,  we  can  find  a healing 
grace  and  become  our  true  selves. 

He  finally  reminded  us  that  we  are  not 
required  to  finish  the  task;  neither  are  we 
permitted  to  lay  it  down. 

Out  of  the  silence  which  followed,  one 
Friend  questioned  whether  our  civil  diso- 
bedience type  law  breaking  attitude  was  in- 
deed a rebelling  against  society  or  entering 
into  the  spirit  of  a lawless  society.  Another 
Friend  (against  society)  expressed  the  feel- 
ing that  outward  concerns  are  speaking  so 
loudly  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  wait  in  the 
living  Presence  of  the  Lord  from  which  we 
get  our  help.  Or  again,  that  Friends  are  too 
concerned  too  much  of  the  time  on  the  other 
side  of  life  and  don’t  spend  time  on  recreat- 
ing. However,  the  other  side  of  the  spectrum 
was  expressed  with  words  to  the  effect  that 
we  are  not  enough  involved. 

Douglas  Steere  closed  by  saying  that  we 
all  have  a nicely  domesticated  ikon  of  God 
which  we  carry,  together  with  a similar  ikon 
of  our  selves.  These  two  pictures  we  should 
be  ready  to  expose  and  have  dissolved  in  the 
meeting  for  worship;  and  to  ask  God  that 
our  Meetings  be  laboratories  where  His  ex- 
periment can  continue  to  unfold. 


(Remarks  from  the  session  on  the 
State  of  the  Society  of  Friends) 

“The  Meeting  ought  to  break  up  my  icon  of  God 
and  the  icon  of  myself.  . . I ought  always  to  be  in 
danger.  When  I can  dissolve  both,  it  is  terrifying 
but  great,  and  I am  able  to  have  a new  quality  in 
facing  things.  . . .”

“For  strength  I go  to  the  bank;  for  power,  to  my 
skills;  for  truth — I practice  and  test  it.  I go  to  Meet- 
ing for  God.  I have  no  idea  what  this  may  be,  but 
I know  it  is  reality  . . . more  than  truth  . . . more 
than  love.”

Greetings  and  Messages:  Floyd  Schmoe 
brought  greetings  from  Friends  in  Japan, 
Hong  Kong  and  Thailand;  he  had  just  re- 
turned from  Friends  Meeting  in  Tokyo  at- 
tended the  previous  day.  Bronson  Clark  of 
the  American  Friends  Service  Committee 
sent  greetings  with  a prayer  that  “God’s 
blessing  will  be  on  all  (our)  sessions  and 
that  His  loving  spirit  inform  and  illumine  all 
of  (our)  meetings.”  A note  bringing  greet- 
ings from  many  Catholic  friends  in  San 
Francisco  and  Berkeley  was  read. 

A continued  reminder  of  the  violence  in 
the  world  came  as  our  Epistle  from  last  year, 
addressed  to  the  Near  East  Yearly  Meeting 
in  Ramallah,  Jordan,  came  back  stamped 
“Return  to  sender.  Delivery  prevented  by 
enemy  occupation  of  Jordan  Territory.” 

The  Peace  Committee.  This  year  our  hap- 
pening with  the  Peace  Committee  was  a 
time  of  listening  to  active  witness,  and  was 
very  much  in  contrast  to  those  times  when 
we  have  worked  together  to  mould  out  of 
words  a statement  to  present  of  what  could 
or  should  be  done  by  others  and  ourselves. 
The  words  this  year  carried  a quality  of 
realism,  humanity  and  a valid  mixture  of 
pride,  despair,  humility  and  joy. 

As  people  began  to  address  the  Meeting 
and  recount  the  human  story  of  what  had 
been  happening  with  and  through  their 
Meeting,  we  gained  insight  into  that  dimen- 
sion which  changes  the  words  “Peace  Proj- 
ects” into  an  experience  of  encounter  that, 
while  continuing  to  be  a part  of  the  every- 
day and  humdrum,  yet  transcends  such 
words  as  Truth,  Love  and  Reality,  as  we 
know  them  in  the  gilt  frames  on  our  meeting 
house  walls.  We  felt  the  singing  life  force 
begin  to  break  through  the  walls  we  so  care- 
fully maintain  when  we  witnessed  the  story 
of  an  AWOL,  Tim  Springer,  in  a Sanctuary 
at  Orange  Grove  Meeting  (that  was  planned 
for  a day  and  lasted  three  and  a half  months) 
in  the  brig  at  Fort  Ord,  married  while  there 
under  a cypress  tree,  and  then  his  bride 
bringing  to  the  Meeting  at  Monterey  Penin- 
sula the  reality  of  the  horror  in  their  own 
back  yard!  We  felt  a little  of  what  happened 
to  those  friends  who  took  on  a peace  project 
they  thought  they  could  control  and  found 


themselves  caught  up  in  a whirlwind  of  hu- 
man misery. 

We  talked  to  one  of  the  boys,  unprepared, 
afraid  and  deserted,  whose  courage  barely 
carries  him  to  Canada  — a haven  where  he 
will  not  have  to  turn  into  a killer  of  men  and 
be  treated  worse  than  a slave  — but  never- 
theless, not  yet  paradise  . . . And  we  heard 
the  cry,  “How  can  I work  without  being  con- 
sumed?” . . . And  we  heard  the  prayer  a 
simple  ordinary  human  lives,  being  forged 
into  a tool  of  God’s  purpose  . . . And  we  were 
stirred  in  the  happening  of  this  thing  . . . and 
afraid  . . . and  silent. 

The  Race  Relations  Conference.  Gretchen 
Rudnick  reported  from  the  Conference  held 
at  Earlham  that  our  job  is  to  work  to  make 
a dent  in  the  white  establishment.  The  Black 
community  is  speaking  for  itself,  but  there 
are  too  few  liberal  whites  and  too  many  fear- 
ful and  reactionary  whites.  Our  present  job 
is  to  talk  to  school  boards,  city  councils,  local 
employers,  realtors  and  police  chiefs. 

Friend  in  the  Orient  Committee.  Catherine 
Bruner  talked  to  us  about  the  activities  of 
the  Friend  in  the  Orient  Committee,  which 
has  its  roots  in  the  experience  of  Hiroshima. 
Stephen  Thomas  is  going  to  continue  as  our 
Friend  in  the  Orient.  Ben  and  Madge  Seaver 
will  be  our  presence  there  for  two  years 
starting  after  Yearly  Meeting  in  1970.  Sub- 
stantial contributions  will  have  to  be  re- 
ceived to  fund  this  project. 

Gretchen  Tuthill  is  chairman  of  the  Sub- 
committee on  Visiting  China.  This  will  prob- 
ably be  undertaken  by  someone  holding  a 
non-United  States  passport.

During  the  opening  period  of  worship  of  the  8th  Session  on  August  6th  our  minds  were 
opened  again  to  the  memory  of  those  now  dead  whose  lives  are  part  of  the  loving  fabric  of 
the  Yearly  Meeting.  We  were  reminded,  too,  of  the  little  deaths  we  suffer  in  ourselves  out 
of  which  comes  new  birth. 

And  then,  in  sudden  climax,  while  contemplating  these  things  the  names  of  Hiroshima 
and  Nagasaki  exploded  before  us.  A young  girl  asked  us  to  help  her  memorial  of  fifteen 
minutes  past  eight  o’clock  on  the  morning  of  August  the  6th  1945.  That  memory  of  100,000 
dead  in  one  instant  of  time  was  played  back  to  us.  The  knowledge  of  the  bigger  and  better 
bombs  we  have  built  and  through  our  example  encourage  others  to  build,  crystallized  again 
in  our  minds.  And  we  sat  and  wept  under  the  black  clouds  of  Hiroshima  . . . 


hear  from  Friends  who  are  interested  and 
care  about  this  project. 

One  Friend  told  us  that  the  Seoul  Friends 
Meeting  in  Korea  is  in  a bad  way  with  now 
only  three  members,  two  of  whom  are  hoping 
to  come  to  the  United  States. 

Friends  United  Meeting.  Ferner  Nuhn  at- 
tended this  as  PYM’s  fraternal  delegate.  He 
described  it  as  a bridge  between  Friends  of 
many  different  orientations  • — representing 
over  100,000  members,  with  69,000  in  the 
U.S.  and  Canada,  32,000  in  East  Africa,  1,500 
in  Cuba,  and  others. 

Friends  World  Committee.  Douglas  Steere, 
and  Nina  Lawrence,  PYM  representative  to 
the  FWC,  reported  on  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mittee, whose  scope  of  responsibility  has 
been  considerably  expanded  by  action  of  the 
recent  World  Conference  of  Friends. 

Their  report  was  interrupted  by  a forceful 
dramatization  by  our  Guerrilla  Players 
(Junior  Yearly  Meeting)  of  our  culture’s 
slavery  to  material  things:  a boy  being  led 
off  by  police  for  refusing  the  draft  . . . his 
father  unable  to  follow  because  of  the  ropes 
which  tie  his  to  his  car,  his  TV,  his  home, 
his  job. 

The  FWC  report  continued  with  an  ex- 
planation of  the  One  Percent  More  program 
which  has  been  endorsed  by  many  Yearly 
Meetings.  In  an  effort  to  help  improve  pro- 


ductivity in  poverty  countries  the  Commit- 
tee recommends  that  Friends  all  over  the 
World  contribute  1%  of  their  income  after 
taxes  to  this  project. 

From  an  ‘‘improgrammed”  period  of  a ses- 
sion for  business:  Some  reminders  on  inner 
discipline:  We  don’t  have  to  know  all  the 
answers  to  be  an  instrument  of  God’s  pur- 
pose; that  we  should  not,  in  our  concern  for 
all  the  wrong  things  in  our  world,  lose  sight 
of  what  is  good;  and  that  in  our  preoccupa- 
tion with  the  dramatic  manifestations  of  evil 
which  easily  capture  our  minds  and  feelings 
we  must  not  overlook  the  basic  evil  which  is 
that  of  contempt  for  one  another:  “For  I say 
unto  you,  whosoever  shall  say  to  his  brother 
‘you  fool’  shall  be  in  danger  of  hell  fire.”

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FROM  THE  MINUTES  OF  DECISION 

Epistle  Committee.  Appointed  to  compose 
the  Epistle  for  this  year  were  Ed  Christopher- 
son,  Megan  Mersman,  Edwin  Morgenroth. 

A Sub -committee  of  Ministry  and  Over- 
sight was  authorized  to  care  for  the  groups 
for  worship  and  fellowship  at  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, to  be  appointed  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee in  consultation  with  M and  O and 
may  be  composed  of  Friends  not  included  in 
the  membership  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Com- 
mittee of  Ministry  and  Oversight. 

A Sub-committee  of  Ministry  and  Over- 
sight for  Visitation  was  authorized,  to  be 
made  up  of  the  chairmen  of  Quarterly  Meet- 
ing M and  O Committees  and  coordinated  by 
the  Yearly  Meeting  M and  O chairman. 

Fairbanks  Friends  are  to  be  invited  by  the 
Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee  to  name  a 
correspondent  to  the  Friends  Bulletin.  M and 
O is  to  ask  them  if  they  wish  to  have  their 
group  listed  by  the  Friends  World  Commit- 
tee. 

Education  Committee:  to  be  reorganized 
with  a membership  of  six  members  at  large, 
with  a three  year  term  of  office,  staggered  so 
two  new  members  will  be  chosen  each  year; 
and  with  regional  Education  Committee 
chairmen  to  serve  on  the  committee  for  the 
term  of  their  appointment  by  the  regional 
meeting. 

Reorganization  of  the  Peace  and  Social 
Order  Committees:  Both  of  these  committees 
are  asked  to  bring  to  the  1970  Executive 
Committee  recommendations  for  reorganiza- 
tion, giving  general  principles  of  structure 
and  regional  responsibility. 

The  Discipline.  As  there  are  only  a few 
hundred  copies  of  the  current  Discipline  in 
inventory,  the  Discipline  Committee  was  in- 
structed to  work  toward  preparing  a revision 
of  the  Discipline  by  1971. 

The  One  Percent  More  Fund  proposal  of 
the  Friends  World  Committee  was  approved 
in  principle,  whereby  funds  would  be  col- 
lected to  help  improve  productivity  in  pov- 
erty areas  of  the  world;  and  the  Executive 
Committee  and  regional  Meetings  are  asked 
to  help  us  find  ways  to  implement  the  pro- 
posal in  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  Pending 
formalization,  a fund  is  authorized  for 
Friends  who  wish  to  contribute  to  it  now 
(care  of  the  Treasurer). 


The  exercise  with  the  Yearly  Meeting  Or- 
ganization Committee.  The  Ad  Hoc  Commit- 
tee reviewed  the  three  models  they  had 
prepared  as  possible  alternatives  of  how  our 
needs  might  best  be  met  (published  in  the 
May  Bulletin).  Our  discussion,  in  its  preoc- 
cupation with  splitting  the  Yearly  Meeting, 
was  a declaration  of  our  love  for  one  another 
and  for  the  Yearly  Meeting.  We  were  re- 
minded of  practical  issues;  that  we  were 
thinking  the  unthinkable;  that  we  should 
think  ahead  to  25  years  from  now  when  the 
Young  Friends  who  feel  that  tampering  with 
the  Yearly  Meeting  will  spell  the  end  of  their 
main  contact  with  Friends  would  be  young 
Friends  no  more;  that  we  should  have  faith 
in  our  ability  to  establish  new  viable  relation- 
ships; that  growth  to  maturity  means  separa- 
tion; that  we  should  not  be  selfish  . . . All 
these  things  were  said  and  more. 

In  considering  the  decision  process  we 
recognized  the  urgent  need  to  have  the 
Young  Friends  of  today  involved  and  that 
much  of  the  deliberation  will  have  to  be  done 
at  the  regional  level.  The  Representative 
Committee  was  asked  to  consider  the  next 
phase  in  planning  and  report  back  to  the 
Yearly  Meeting. 

The  Consultative  Committee  on  Organiza- 
tion. As  recommended  by  the  Representative 
Committee,  this  committee  is  established  by 
the  Yearly  Meeting,  to  which  regional  Meet- 
ings may  go  for  advice  as  they  plan  their  own 
development. 

The  Organization  Committee  is  laid  down 
with  appreciation  for  the  work  they  have 
performed  for  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  Finance  Committee;  Before  submit- 
ting the  budget  the  Finance  Committee  ex- 
pressed the  Yearly  Meeting’s  appreciation 
for  the  work  of  Robert  Young,  our  treasurer, 
and  Paton  Crouse,  the  former  chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee  to  whom  we  owe  a 
debt  of  gratitude.  The  Budget  for  1969-70 
was  approved. 

The  Treasurer’s  Report  was  accepted  with 
great  appreciation.  The  Treasurer’s  report 
and  the  Budget  are  printed  elsewhere  in  this 
issue. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  PYM  Hold- 
ing Corporation  were  empowered  to  act 
v/ithout  the  holding  of  a formal  meeting  if 
each  trustee  is  given  notice  of  the  subject 
matter  to  be  considered,  or  executes  a waiver 
of  notice,  and  all  the  trustees  sign  the  min- 
utes recording  the  action  taken. 

The  Holding  Corporation  shall  receive  or 
accept  real  and  personal  property  and  shall 
sell,  transfer  and  convey  real  and  personal 
property  by  the  delivery  of  an  appropriate 
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document  signed  by  the  president  or  a vice- 
president  and  by  the  secretary  or  an  assistant 
secretary. 

Bank  Accounts.  The  Registrar  for  each  an- 
nual session  of  PYM  is  authorized  to  estab- 
lish a bank  account  for  handling  that  year’s 
registration  and  facilities  payments.  The  ac- 
count shall  be  in  the  name  of  “ ”, 

Registrar,  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting”  and  the 
authorized  signatures  shall  be  three  in  num- 
ber: The  Registrar,  or  the  Chairman  of 
Arrangements,  or  the  Yearly  Meeting 
Treasurer. 

Bank  accounts  are  authorized  at  locations 
convenient  to  the  responsible  person  in  the 
following  positions:  General  Yearly  Meeting 
check  and  savings  accounts;  the  Friends 
Bulletin;  the  Yearly  Meeting  Registrar. 

Travel  Payments.  The  present  policy  of 
of  travel  pa3nnents  on  a mileage  basis  for 
designated  officers,  chairmen,  etc.  to  attend 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  and  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  continue,  since  the  meetings  are 
known  in  advance,  rides  can  be  combined 
and,  for  Executive  Committee,  hospitality  ar- 
ranged. However,  authorized  visitation  or 
travel  to  specifically  called  committee  meet- 
ings, etc.  may  be  reimbursed  on  the  basis  of 
actual  cost.  These  costs  should  be  separately 
itemized  for  fare,  meals,  lodging  and  inci- 
dentals so  that  the  PYM  Finance  Committee 
may  accumulate  data  about  such  costs.  The 
bill  should  be  signed  by  the  concerned  PYM 
committee  chairman  and  presented  to  the 
PYM  treasurer  for  payment.  In  the  event  of 
need  the  PYM  treasurer  will  advance  a sum 
to  cover  costs  and  an  accounting  of  actual 
expenses  will  be  made  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  criteria  for  allocation  of  funds  by 
PYM  committees  is  that  the  activity  is  clear- 
ly a project  of  the  entire  Yearly  Meeting  or 
one  in  which  PYM  concern  predominates. 
It  is  assumed  that  Monthly,  Quarterly  and 
Half-Yearly  Meeting  will  finance  their  own 
activities  since  subsidizing  a local  concern 
would  be,  in  effect,  an  assessment  against 
the  entire  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  Clerk’s  Travel  Fund  Reserve  may  be 
accumulated  to  a total  of  $2,000.00. 

Funds  collected  by  the  Junior  Yearly 
Meeting,  together  with  any  contributions, 
will  help  defray  expenses  of  their  programs. 
Travel  funds  are  approved  for  Junior  Year- 
ly Meeting  officers  and  their  chairman  of 
Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee  to  Execu- 
tive Committee  meeting.  Additional  funds 
needed  for  the  entire  Junior  Yearly  Meeting 
program,  such  as  for  advisors,  dormitory 
counselors  and  approved  travel,  will  be  pro- 
vided from  general  Yearly  Meeting  funds. 


A Sharing  Fimd  in  the  amount  of  $5,000 
out  of  the  general  fund  is  to  be  established 
by  the  Finance  Committee,  to  be  under  the 
administration  of  the  Committee  of  Ministry 
and  Oversight  in  consultation  with  the 
treasurer.  The  initial  use  of  this  fund  is  for 
assistance  to  the  Cecil  Thomas  family  as 
needed. 

The  Schools  Committee  made  the  follow- 
ing recommendation  which  is  laid  over  to 
Executive  Committee  without  prejudice: 

The  Schools  Sub-Committee  on  Financial 
Aid  recommends  to  the  Yearly  Meeting  that 
on  approval  of  Yearly  Meeting  a Financial 
Aid  Fund  for  Friends  Education  be  estab- 
lished. 

1)  We  recommend  that  the  Pacific  Year- 
ly Meeting  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  col- 
lect funds  for  this  fund. 

2)  We  anticipate  that  money  will  be  raised 
from  contributions,  bequests,  and  endow- 
ments, as  well  as  grants  from  foundations 
and  corporations. 

3)  A selection  committee  be  established 
to  select  recipients.  This  committee  shall  in- 
clude: the  chairman  of  Yearly  Meeting  Edu- 
cation Committee,  the  clerk  of  Yearly  Meet- 
ing or  a member  designated  by  the  clerk,  and 
three  members  selected  by  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing Schools  Committee. 

4)  Among  items  to  be  considered  as  cri- 
teria to  be  used  by  the  selection  committee 
are: 

(a)  Funds  to  be  awarded  to  children  of 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  Priorities  need  to 
be  established  by  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
Schools  Committee. 

(b)  Funds  to  be  used  to  help  children  of 
elementary  and  high  school  age  to  partici- 
pate in  Friends’  educational  programs. 

Schools  Committee  needs  to  establish 
guidelines  for  determining  programs  which 
fit  the  category.  Among  these  we  consider 
schools  present  here  to  fit  these  guide- 
lines. 

(c)  Schools  Committee  will  establish  de- 
tailed priorities,  with  need  being  the  fimda- 
mental  factor  of  decision. 

Telegram  to  Richard  Nixon:  Friends  ap- 
proved sending  the  following  telegram: 

“Just  as  the  United  States  has  achieved 
the  seemingly  impossible  goal  of  landing  men 
on  the  moon,  so  we  urge  you  to  take  bold 
initiatives  to  end  the  war  in  Southeast  Asia. 
We  call  on  you  to  withdraw  all  U.S.  troops 
in  a clearly  announced  policy,  to  end  all 
military  assistance,  and  to  offer  aid  to  all 
Vietnamese  in  rebuilding  their  country  and 
their  shattered  lives.” 
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Minute  on  Study  of  Testimony  Regarding 
Prisons.  Friends  approved  the  following 
Minute  recommended  by  the  Social  Order 
Committee: 

Friends  have  long  had  a testimony  for 
helping  those  in  prisons  to  a better  and  more 
constructive  way  of  life  during  their  con- 
finement and  giving  aid  and  moral  support 
to  their  dependents.  In  doing  this,  in  the  past 
Friends  have  accepted  the  idea  that  prisons 
are  a necessary  evil  and  worked  to  relieve 
the  bad  effects  of  imprisonment.  It  is  time  to 
reconsider  the  assiunption  that  prisons  are 
a necessary  evil. 

To  this  end  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  recom- 
mends that  all  Monthly  Meetings  give  seri- 
ous consideration  to  the  following  questions 
in  the  coming  year.  (The  first  two  groups 
are  concerned  with  whether  our  current 
practices  speak  to  the  needs  of  the  present 
situation  and  the  third  to  what  changes 
should  be  made  in  our  basic  orientation.) 

1)  What  are  the  personal  needs  of  those 
in  your  community  in  trouble  with  the 
law?  Is  care  for  the  rights  and  needs  of 
those  who  have  been  arrested  but  not  con- 
victed part  of  our  concern  for  prisoners? 
(For  example,  are  children  who  are  picked 
up  for  minor  offenses  kept  with  adult  of- 
fenders?) What  new  opportunities  to  help 
have  developed  since  our  tradition  of  visi- 
tation and  family  assistance  were  estab- 
lished? De  we  give  a disproportionate 
share  of  our  attention  to  draft  resisters 
and  conscientious  objectors? 

2)  Do  Friends  know  the  conditions  of  life 
in  the  penal  institutions  of  their  communi- 
ty at  all  levels:  local,  state,  and  national; 
civil  and  military?  Are  prisoners  actually 
treated  as  the  law  says  they  ought  to  be? 
Are  they  given  constructive  ways  to  oc- 
cupy their  time?  Are  sufficient  funds 
available  to  allow  treating  prisoners  as  hu- 
man beings  rather  than  holding  them  in 
minimal  custodial  care?  Are  methods  for 
dealing  with  convicts  other  than  imprison- 
ment (e.g.  work-release,  parole)  being 
used  as  much  as  possible?  What  is  your 
Meeting  doing  to  bring  both  public  and 
prison  administrative  policies  regarding 
treatment  of  offenders  into  better  accord 
with  Friends  testimony  to  love  and  respect 
the  light  in  every  man? 

3)  What  are  the  best  means  of  dealing 
with  harmfully  deviant  behavior?  Can  we 
recommend  treatment  or  rehabilitation  in- 
stead of  punishment?  What  kind  of  social 
institutions  would  best  serve  these  aims 
(e.g.  hospitals,  schools,  out-patient  therapy, 
preventive  detention)?  How  can  we  show 


offenders  that  we  hold  them  in  love,  even 
though  we  disapprove  of  their  actions? 

As  Friends  consider  these  questions  they 
might  also  remember  the  greater  question: 
Who  in  our  society  is  free,  and  who  is  not? 
NOTE:  Ths  is  a minute  recommending  study. 
The  Social  Order  Committee  will  assist 
Meetings  in  any  way  it  can,  and  will  have 
a bibliography  available  about  mid- Septem- 
ber. It  would  like  to  receive  written  reports 
from  Meetings  by  June  1,  1970. 

Friends  Coordinating  Committee  on  Peace. 
Approving  the  recommendation  of  the  Peace 
Committee,  the  Yearly  Meeting  will  con- 
tinue our  affiliation  with  the  FCCP;  Jim 
Estes  will  be  our  representative.

The  assignment  for  Young  Friends  or 
Junior  Friends  will  be  for  a one  year  term 
and  such  a member  is  to  be  co-opted  from 
among  those  in  attendance  at  Yearly  Meet- 
ing. 

Report  of  the  Nominating  Committee.  The 
report  for  1969-70  was  approved  and  is 
printed  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  it  being 
understood  that  the  naming  of  regional  rep- 
resentatives is  not  a Yearly  Meeting  ap- 
pointment but  an  acknowledgement  of  their 
appointment. 

The  Epistle  of  the  23rd  Session  of  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting  was  read  and  approved  to 
be  sent  to  Yearly  Meetings  throughout  the 
world. 

The  Junior  Yearly  Meeting  Epistle  was 
read  and  accepted  with  satisfaction. 

The  Young  Friends  Epistle  was  heartily 
accepted. 


HIROSHIMA  DAY  VIGIL 

During  the  evening  session  on  August  6th 
Young  Friends  and  Junior  Friends  and  many 
from  the  general  Yearly  Meeting,  numbering 
about  three  hundred  of  all  ages,  took  part  in 
a candle  light  march  through  the  streets  of 
McMinnville  to  the  city  park  and  back  to  the 
campus.  The  courteous  cooperation  of  the 
police  was  very  much  appreciated.  Friends 
were  much  moved  by  this  remembrance. 
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EPISTLE  OF  THE  YOUNG  FRIENDS 
TO  FRIENDS  EVERYWHERE: 

Young  Friends  gathered  with  the  meeting  family  in  McMinnville,  Oregon.  We  came 
searching,  and  for  too  long  a time  feared  we  had  failed  in  our  search.  Somehow,  we  felt 
at  first  driven  into  ourselves,  at  the  expense  of  the  human  encounters  which  in  our  minds 
constitute  worship. 

Our  social  commitments  are  painfully  well-defined.  The  main  uncertainties  we  now  face 
are  matters  of  individual  witness. 

Although  we  were  troubled  by  the  possibility  of  splitting  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  this 
did  not  serve  as  a unifying  issue.  There  seemed  to  be  an  expectation  of  unity,  but  no  living 
of  it. 

Finally,  led  by  our  personal  senses  of  spiritual  responsibility,  we  met  in  a general  ses- 
sion, exploring  the  lack  of  the  enrichment  we  had  hoped  to  find.  The  group  centered  down 
into  a worshipful  attitude.  Then  someone  began  a song.  The  richness  we  sought  was  with- 
in us,  and  we  had  finally  found  it  again.  We  had  arrived  home:  home  to  our  hearts,  home  to 
each  other,  home  to  unity. 

Out  of  this  unity  grew  the  concept  of  a Hiroshima  Day  vigil.  This  vigil,  involving  per- 
haps 300  Friends  of  all  ages  in  a moving  candlelight  experience,  was  a further  expression  of 
our  shared  joy. 

As  separate  people,  we  came  together  to  reaffirm  that  the  power  of  love  is  within,  to 
liberate  it  with  our  joyful  sharing.  Proceeding  from  our  togetherness,  we  separate  to  live 
the  power  of  love  in  the  world.

As  we  depart- 
to  our  separate  Meetings,  to  take  up  our  separate  lives,  let  us  not  succumb  to  false 
despair  that  does  nothing  because  it  can  not  do  everything.  If  we  cannot  light  all  the 
candles,  we  must  not  therefore  accept  darkness.  Rather  let  us  each  do  really  well  those 
few  things  that  are  within  our  spiritual  strength,  knowing  that  God  ivill  help  us  to  in- 
crease that  strength.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 

The  forty -five  Meetings  of  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  reported  1859  adult  members  for 
June  1,  1969,  an  increase  of  95  over  last  year. 
In  addition  there  are  two  memberships  held 
by  Southern  California  Quarterly  Meeting. 

According  to  Quarterly  Meetings,  the 
three  Meetings  of  Arizona  report  115  mem- 
bers, the  thirteen  of  College  Park  report  589, 
the  three  of  New  Mexico  report  61,  the  seven 
of  Pacific  Northwest  report  330,  the  thirteen 
of  Southern  California  report  555  and  the 
four  of  Willamette  report  109. 

The  increase  in  members  has  been  due  to 
nine  junior  members  who  decided  to  become 
adult  members  as  well  as  72  who  joined  by 
transfer  and  111  who  joined  by  convince- 
ment.  Losses  were  23  by  death,  44  by  trans- 
fer and  33  by  withdrawal  or  release. 

There  are  212  other  Friends  in  the  Meet- 
ings and  51  of  these  are  sojourning  members. 
They  report  770  attenders.  There  are  1523 
children,  of  whom  990  are  listed  as  junior 
members  and  533  as  attenders. 

Thirty-five  Meetings  report  First-day 
schools  and  thirty-six  report  the  regular 
reading  of  the  Queries. 

Meetings  have  varied  activities  to  contact 
inactive  members.  They  may  telephone  or 
write  Meeting  notices  and  information  about 
activities.  Visits,  correspondence,  monthly 
newsletters  and  Christmas  greetings  are 
used.  One  Meeting  sends  a personal  letter 
once  a year  to  distant  members. 

Thirty-five  Meetings  have  had  some  form 
of  study  and  discussion  for  the  adults.  Qua- 
ker Dialogues  were  used  in  nine  meetings 
and  five  studied  Quaker  History.  The  disci- 
pline and  queries  were  used  and  the  books 
on  the  Friends  World  Conference.  Other 
sources  were  the  Richmond  Declaration, 
Friends  Journal  articles,  George  Fox’s  Jour- 
nal, The  Religion  of  George  Fox  by  Brinton, 
Barclay’s  Apology  in  Brief,  John  Bright,  Vic- 
torian Reformer,  Toward  Political  Responsi- 
bility by  Cecil  Hinshaw,  Man’s  Search  for 
Meaning  by  Frankl,  Honest  to  God  by  Rob- 
inson, For  Pacifists  by  Gandhi  and  a tape  by 
Ross  Flanagan.  An  applicant  for  membership 
compared  Friends  and  Lutheran  Disciplines. 
Friends  considered  weddings  and  marriage 
under  the  care  of  the  Meeting,  death,  Qua- 
ker Funeral  customs,  Quaker  mysticism,  the 
meaning  of  silence,  vocal  ministry,  the  role 
of  listening,  preparation  for  worship,  the 
nurture  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  the  Meet- 
ing for  business  and  good  order,  spiritual 


growth,  poetry  and  religion,  music  and  re- 
ligion, Friends  peace  testimony,  the  role  of 
Friends  in  Draft  resistance  programs,  the 
resistance  movement — led  by  a resister,  the 
Draft,  C.O.s,  arms  reduction,  Black  Ameri- 
ca, black  student  troubles  in  college,  non- 
violence as  related  to  student  revolution,non- 
violence  in  urban  crises,  local  problems  of 
minority  groups  and  possible  action,  police 
and  prisons,  and  the  legal  system. 

About  a quarter  of  the  Meetings  were  able 
to  sponsor  or  co-sponsor  public  meetings. 
Speakers  were  Don  Luce,  Earle  and  Akia 
Reynolds,  Dr.  Spock,  Ken  Kirkpatrick,  Stu- 
art Innerst,  Douglas  Heath,  Jan  Marinessen, 
Marshall  Palley,  Visa  workers,  and  Japanese 
scientists  against  the  A and  H bombs.  There 
were  resistance  potlucks,  a frugal  meal  for 
Biafra,  a carnival  for  Quang  Ngai,  a UN  Day 
dinner,  a fast  with  worship  for  So.  California 
Sanctuary  Defense  fund,  a meeting  with  lo- 
cal police  officers  and  Ross  Flanagan,  Draft 
information  days  at  the  high  school,  a service 
for  three  turning  in  their  draft  cards,  and  a 
Martin  Luther  King  Memorial  service.  Meet- 
ings were  held  on  Conscription  and  the 
Draft,  C.O.s  and  the  Draft,  and  Draft  Coun- 
seling. 

Meeting  projects,  concerns  and  activities 
were  even  more  varied.  Several  Meetings 
reported  draft  counseling,  noon  peace  vigils. 
Meeting  and  Quarterly  Meeting  retreats, 
sanctuary  offered,  sanctuary  meeting  held, 
sanctuary  given  to  AWOL  Marines,  etc.,  par- 
ticipation in  the  Channel  of  Love  in  Watts 
District  and  five  Meetings  had  weddings. 
Prison  visitation,  Wednesday  evening  wor- 
ship group,  tutoring  project.  Draft  informa- 
tion to  high  school  students,  action  on  open 
housing  and  encounter  groups  were  each  re- 
ported by  two  Meetings. 

Single  reports  were  for  a weekend  retreat 
with  discussion  on  the  State  of  the  Meeting, 
Easter  Breakfast,  Meeting  for  Worship  at 
college  campus,  women’s  reading  group,  sen- 
sitivity training,  sewing  projects,  clothing 
collections  for  Church  World  Service  and  re- 
sistance, Family  to  Family  Fellowship  (an 
organization  of  black  and  white  churches), 
community  relations  project,  meeting  of 
AFSC  and  FCL  representatives  with  local 
community  relations  leaders,  effort  to  estab- 
lish low-cost,  interracial  cooperative  hous- 
ing, loan  fund  for  low  income  families,  com- 
pletion of  a home  for  an  elderly  woman, 
W’^alk  for  Development,  rehabilitation  of 
home  for  elderly  widow  wishing  to  house 
and  care  for  her  fatherless  grandchildren.

Madge  Seaver,  who  had  reported  the  Con- 
ference in  a recent  Bulletin,  gave  some  more 
personal  recollections  of  this  “great  learning 
experience”  and  thanked  the  Yearly  Meet- 
ing for  sending  her  as  its  representative. 


REPORT  OF  SCHOOLS  COMMITTEE 

The  Schools  Committee,  composed  of 
Friends  in  public  education,  as  well  as 
Friends  deeply  committed  to  Friends  educa- 
tion programs  on  the  west  coast,  met  and  en- 
joyed the  hospitality  of  the  Kellogg  families 
in  Gold  Hill,  (Dregon. 

As  an  opening  exercise,  those  who  cared 
to  shared  insight  which  had  proven  signifi- 
cant during  the  year  since  we  had  been  to- 
gether last.  We  recognized,  as  the  evening 
developed,  that  there  is  a need  for  growth  in 
the  educator  in  order  to  support  the  growth 
of  students. 

Out  of  the  evening’s  exchange  we  were 
led  to  recognize  our  need  to  consider  and  be 
aware  of  the  changes  in  our  society  which 
are  producing  such  modern  developments  as 
drugs,  new  family  patterns,  and  new  value 
systems. 

We  looked  at  the  desire  of  many  of  our 
seeking  young  people  for  help  in  reaching 
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“instant  enlightenment”  and  recognized  our 
inability  to  give  this,  and  the  undesirability 
of  trying.  However,  we  did  stress  the  im- 
portance of  maintaining  our  integrity  as  an 
indispensable  ingredient  in  our  educational 
attempts;  for  our  acts  carry  so  much  more 
impact  than  do  our  words. 

Borrowing  a question  from  The  Tempora- 
ry Society  by  Bennis  and  Slater,  we  spent 
a period  of  time  considering,  “How  can  we 
develop  intense  and  deep  human  relation- 
ships quickly  and  to  ‘let  go’.”  Soon  we  found 
a rich  double  meaning  in  the  last  two  words, 
each  of  which  was  worth  considering.  One 
insight  in  searching  for  ways  of  letting  go 
some  relationships  came  from  the  realization 
that  if  there  is  that  of  God  in  every  man, 
then  the  relationship  we  leave  can  be  re- 
placed by  a new  one  with  another  valuable 
person. 

We  were  acutely  aware  of  our  double 
task:  to  try  to  educate  for  the  world  to  be, 
while  trying  to  prepare  to  meet  the  world  as 
it  is.  One  of  the  common  elements  in  each 
Friends’  effort  in  education  which  became 
apparent  to  us  is  that  we  are  each  trying  to 
create  a climate  in  which  competencies  can 
be  discovered,  strengthened  and  developed. 
A recurring  theme  was  the  discovery  of  the 
self  as  a stepping  stone  to  growth  in  many 
other  areas. 

We  are  all  concerned  and  are  implement- 
ing the  concern  to  have  an  effect  on  the  lar- 
ger public  school  system.  We  hope  that  in 
many  ways  we  are  carrying  on  pilot  projects 
which  may  apply  to  the  larger  school  popula- 
tion. We  need  to  search  for  more  ways  to 
communicate  with  those  in  public  education. 
Specifically,  we  have  a concern  to  find  a 
vehicle  for  Friends  in  public  education  to 
come  together  to  share  and  strengthen  their 
insights. 

One  evening  of  our  time  was  spent  non- 
verbally. How  can  one  report  on  such  an 
evening?  New  vistas,  new  feelings,  as  well 
as  old  covered  ones  came  out.  We  felt  the 
warmth  of  closeness  through  pain,  anger, 
aloneness  and  joy  experienced,  shared  and 
accepted. 

We  were  delighted  with  the  love  made 
manifest  by  the  hospitality  of  the  Kellogg 
families  in  sharing  their  homes  with  our 
committee. 

Decisions  and  thoughts  coming  out  of  disc- 
sions: 

1)  Bob  and  Marilyn  Heilman  and  Ogden  and 
Marjorie  Kellogg  were  asked  to  explore 
the  possibility  of  having  interest  group  (s) 
in  Yearly  Meeting  1970  for  Friends  in 
education. 


2)  Ed  Morgenroth,  Mary  Jorgensen  and 
John  Stevenson  were  asked  to  be  a sub- 
committee to  investigate  the  possibility 
of  establishing  a scholarship  fund  which 
might  be  used  for  children  of  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting  Friends.  The  report  of 
this  committee  was  approved  and  is  at- 
tached. (See  Minutes  of  Yearly  Meeting.) 

3)  We  hope  that  way  will  open  for  funds  to 
be  made  available  for  individuals  from 
minority  groups  to  participate  in  Friends 
Educational  programs. 

4)  Members  are  encouraged  to  share  infor- 
mation with  each  other  and  with  Meet- 
ings about  visitors  who  might  prove  val- 
uable and  who  plan  to  travel  in  the  west. 
Among  these,  we  hope  will  be  Tom 
Brown  of  the  Friends  Council  on  Educa- 
tion and  Kenneth  Barnes  of  England. 

5)  It  is  hoped  that  records  of  previous  meet- 
ings may  be  gathered  in  one  place,  and 
that  each  annual  committee  meeting  open 
with  a summary  of  the  immediately  pre- 
ceding year’s  discussion. 

6)  We  would  like  to  encourage  the  staff 
members  to  submit  articles  to  the  Friends 
Bulletin  when  we  have  material  which 
would  be  of  wide  interest  to  those  in  pub- 
lic and  private  education. 

7)  We  plan  to  help  with  transportation  to 
the  Schools  Committee  meeting  next  year 
for  those  who  need  this  help. 

8)  We  plan  to  meet  next  year  at  The  Farm 
preceding  Yearly  Meeting.  Mio  Polifroni 
will  act  as  alternate  clerk  at  meeting  if 
appointed  by  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.

The  Education  Committee  is  still 
open  to  inquiries  from  interested  Friends  and 
will  be  able  to  offer  financial  assistance  of 
$250.  Anyone  interested  should  write  at  once 
to  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee. 

The  Committee  hopes  Friends  will  ex- 
pand their  use  of  the  Bulletin  as  a means  of 
sharing  experiences  in  the  Monthly  Meetings 
as  well  as  information. 

The  curriculum  and  library  materials  dis- 
plays will  circulate  in  the  Willamette  Quar- 
ter during  the  next  two  months  and  then  be 
available  in  the  Northwest  Quarter. 

A number  of  Meetings  have  asked  for  an 
experienced  Friend  to  visit  to  help  them  in 
religious  education;  the  Committee  has  allo- 
cated funds  to  carry  on  this  important  work 
and  hopes  to  find  resource  persons  in  the 
regions  to  do  the  visiting  thus  cutting  down 
on  expenses. 

Often  Friends  from  the  East,  whom  Meet- 
ings would  be  delighted  to  entertain  and 
hear,  arrive  and  depart  unheralded.  Friends 
knowing  of  such  travellers  who  might  be 
willing  to  visit  briefly  and  talk  along  their 
routes  are  urged  to  inform  the  Chairman  of 
this  Committee  with  the  hope  of  possible 
coordination.

STATE  OF  SOCIETY  REPORTS 

Mexico  City  Monthly  Meeting 

As  a very  small  meeting,  with  over  half 
of  our  membership  either  living  in  other 
countries  than  Mexico  or  engaged  in  interna- 
tional work  requiring  much  traveling  dur- 
ing the  year,  we  keenly  feel  the  effect  of 
these  interruptions  and  absences  in  the  life 
of  our  Friends  Community. 

We  greatly  value  the  stimulus  of  many 
visits  from  Friends  who  come  for  work  or 
vacations  to  Mexico  City,  a metropolis  of 
seven  million  people  which  serves  as  a gate- 
way to  Latin  America.  At  the  same  time 
we  regret  that  many  of  these  visits  are  nec- 
essarily so  short  that  we  often  have  little  op- 
portunity to  know  well  these  Friends  from 
other  Meetings. 

We  have  become  increasingly  concerned 
this  past  year  with  the  growing  mood  of  vio- 
lence in  Latin  America  which  is  an  expres- 
sion of  loss  of  hope  on  the  part  of  many  sec- 
tors of  society,  including  youth,  in  the  politi- 
cal and  economic  structures  within  which 
people  have  to  live.  We  feel  our  weaknesses 
and  inadequacy  in  the  face  of  these  mount- 
ing tensions  and  animosities. 

We  have  become  increasingly  aware  that, 
central  as  is  the  Inner  Light  in  the  indivi- 
dual’s search  for  truth,  it  must  always  be 
tested  by  the  insights  which  can  only  come 
from  corporate  truth  seeking  within  the 
Meeting  for  Worship  and  in  fellowship  with 
one  another.  We  continue  to  be  supported 
by  the  bonds  of  friendship  which  we  feel 
with  Friends  in  Northern  Mexico  (who  are 
associated  with  Friends  United  Meeting)  in 
our  periodic  General  Reunion  of  Friends  of 
Mexico. 

Honolulu  Meeting 

This  past  year  has  been  a time  of  deep  per- 
sonal and  group  searching  for  many  Hono- 
lulu Friends.  Because  our  Meeting  has  such 
a diversity  of  viewpoints,  we  have  felt  chal- 
lenged to  explore  each  other’s  opinions  and 
ideas,  to  dig  below  the  superficial  level  and 
try  to  reach  the  core. 

As  we  have  attempted  to  accept  the  fact 
that  the  Inner  Light  leads  men  in  many  ways, 
some  very  different  from  our  own,  some  very 
difficult  to  accept  or  understand,  we  have 
learned  to  love  and  support  each  other  in 
our  common  search.  And  the  outwardly 
serene,  inwardly  turbulent,  “don’t  make  the 
waves”  type  of  harmony  has  slowly  started 
to  change  into  the  deeper  unity  which  is  the 
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basis  of  our  Quaker  faith.  We  need  to  con- 
tinue our  journey. 

Our  concerns  have  been  many.  Chief 
among  them  perhaps  has  been  an  exploration 
of  our  innermost  feelings  regarding  the 
Friends  peace  testimony.  This  exploration 
was  brought  about  by  our  need  to  consider 
the  1968  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  minute  on 
the  draft  and  conscription,  the  Richmond 
declaration,  and  by  the  world  events  in- 
exorably pressing  in  on  us  from  all  sides. 

We  wrestled  with  the  problem  — as  yet 
theoretical  — of  offering  “sanctuary”  and 
found  that  as  Friends  we  would  not  be  able 
to  turn  away  anyone  who  sincerely  needed 
help. 

It  was  as  simple  as  that,  and  this  reaffirma- 
tion of  our  belief  in  the  power  of  love  gave 
us  a good  feeling,  although  there  were  some 
who  wanted  us  to  make  a stronger  declara- 
tion. 

We  progressed  to  a general  consideration 
of  the  peace  testimony,  and  later  to  specific 
statements  in  the  PYM  declaration.  We  de- 
cided we  could  not  accept  the  complete 
declaration  but  could  accept  the  attached 
statement,  prepared  by  a special  committee 
of  three,  which  more  accurately  reflects  our 
diversity  of  views. 

Other  concerns  have  been  how  to  increase 
the  role  of  young  people  within  the  Meeting 
and  how  to  make  their  participation  more 
meaningful  to  all.  And  still  unanswered  re- 
mains the  problem  of  what  we  say  when  we 
are  accused  of  being  “irrelevant.” 

It  has  been  heartening  to  see  many  new 
faces  of  college  and  high  school  age  at  our 
Meetings  for  Worship,  at  Peace  Committee 
sessions,  and  in  Meeting  activities,  such  as 
potlucks  and  family  day  hikes.  But  we  have 
felt  the  lack  of  children  in  our  midst  and 
have  worried  about  not  having  a formal 
First-Day  school  program  this  year.  And  the 
Ministry  and  Worship  Committee  has  had  as 
one  of  its  concerns  ways  in  which  the  quality 
of  worship  could  be  improved  on  Sundays. 

The  new  directions  into  which  we  were 
led  last  year  continued  and  strengthened  — 
our  interest  in  and  cooperation  with  AFSC- 
Hawaii;  our  participation  in  the  Hawaii 
Council  of  Churches  and  in  its  outgrowth, 
the  fledging  Interfaith  Urban  Coalition;  our 
assistance  — through  the  CO  Counseling 
Committee  — to  the  Honolulu  Draft  Infor- 
mation Center,  the  opportunity  to  place  in- 
formational materials  into  the  hands  of  all 
public  high  school  counselors,  and  to  help 
more  than  fifty  young  men.  Committee  mem- 
bers gave  a series  of  workshops  for  high 


school  teachers  and  hope  to  expand  this  to 
the  private  schools  next  year.  Through  the 
concern  of  several  Friends,  way  opened  for 
the  reactivation  of  a prison  visitation  pro- 
gram on  a modest  basis. 

Years  of  devoted  efforts  by  many  Friends 
bore  fruit  — the  revision  of  our  charter  and 
by-laws  was  completed  at  last.  We  are  now 
officially  The  Honolulu  Friends  Meeting  and 
feel  content  that  our  new  charter  and  by- 
laws are  in  accord  with  Friends’  way  of 
thinking  and  doing  business. 

Although  we  lost  a dear  member  through 
death,  another  by  withdrawal,  and  four  by 
transfer,  we  gained  two  others  by  application 
and  four  by  transfer,  so  that  our  member- 
ship remained  constant  at  69.  Under  the  care 
and  assistance  of  Overseers,  two  marriages 
took  place  and  a memorial  service  was  held. 
Under  the  guidance  of  Overseers,  the  Meet- 
ing has  been  made  aware  of  the  Friends  re- 
siding in  Micronesia  and  we  have  extended 
our  fellowship  to  them.  We  are  grateful  to 
our  attenders,  many  of  whom  are  more  faith- 
ful in  attendance  and  participation  in  the  life 
of  the  Meeting  than  some  of  the  members. 
We  are  concerned  about  those  whom  we  sel- 
dom see;  Overseers  have  tried  to  keep  in 
touch  with  absent  and  ill  members  and  those 
away  from  us  but  we  all  need  to  remember 
our  responsibilities  for  the  care  of  the  mem- 
bership. 

As  usual,  our  lives  have  been  enriched  by 
contacts  with  the  many  Friends  passing 
through  our  town,  and  by  the  guests  — 100  — 
who  have  stayed  at  Friends  Center  for  one 
or  more  nights.  We  have  met  persons  of 
various  persuasions  and  beliefs  and  have 
been  challenged  to  an  acceptance  of  all, 
whether  we  agree  with  them  or  not.  Our 
Resident  Couple,  as  others  over  the  years, 
has  made  of  our  Center  a haven  of  love  and 
warmth  and  we  deeply  appreciate  their  con- 
tributions to  our  corporate  life.  They  have 
also  done  much  to  spruce  up  our  Meeting 
House  — Friends  Center. 

As  we  continue  our  search  for  Love,  for 
Truth,  for  a better  world  for  all  men,  as  we 
seek  communion  with  God  and  deeper  com- 
mitments within  ourselves,  we  feel  our  lives 
enriched  by  the  fellowship  and  love  we  find 
in  our  Meeting,  and  we  are  glad  we  are 
seekers  together.

MEXICO  CITY  MEETING  sends  the  translation 
of  the  Epistle  of  the  General  Reunion  of  Friends 
held  in  Mexico  City  in  May  (published  elsewhere  in 
this  issue).  Jean  Duckies  writes:  “We  were  very  dis- 
appointed that  no  one  came  from  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  this  year  (except  Joe  Marie  Stevens,  Ken 
and  Dottie’s  daughter,  who  had  been  spending  the 
year  in  Mexico).  Mexico  City  Monthly  Meeting  is 
affiliated  with  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  but  other 
Friends  in  Mexico  are  affiliated  with  Friends  United 
Meeting.  The  General  Reunion  is  in  no  sense  an  at- 
tempt to  form  another  Yearly  Meeting  but  instead  a 
gathering  to  enable  us  to  build  fellowship  and  share 
concerns  through  coming  to  know  one  another 
better.  45  attenders  registered  from  various  parts  of 
Mexico.  We  had  representatives  from  Guatemala, 
Colombia,  Costa  Rica  and  visitors  from  England  and 
Canada.
